LTHOVGH, moſi Illuftrious 
King , this your hoped and 
happie entrance into theſe 
Kingdomes deſerue alſo to be 
cclebrated with thepublique 
ioye of the whole Chriſtian 


World : Yet wee thinke that wee eſpecially, 
whome you haue ſo graciouſly recciued into 

our boſome , can-nor without excecding 
ſinne bee filent . Neither doc I thinke that 
there is any among vs of fo deſperate ill na- 
cure, fo aucrſe from the loue of Peace,and ſuch 
an enemy to the ſafetic of his Country , which 
dvth not impute this your ſo much wiſhed Ele- 
ion vnto Heauen; and withall acknowledge 
with gratcfull mind this great Worke of God. 
Surely your excellent and admired Vertues,the 
voyces of the greateſi part of the Empure , the 
Alliance and Friendſhip of ſo many great and 
potent Kings and Princes, anda certaine fatall" 
inclination and affeRtion of theſe Countries 
towards you , may ſeeme to haue exalted you 
vnto this height, Yet were there not a few, who 


well weighing the miſcrable condition of our 
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deplored State did verily beleeue, that you 
would haue auoyded this enuious Honor.Now 
the Almightie Vmprer , who hath the hearts of 
Kings in his hand, hath directed your Royall 
mind, otherwiſe inclinable enough vnto Cle- 
mencie, and hath put vs afflited Orphans vn- 
der the wing of your proteQion, and choſen 
you to beea Tutour and Parent vnto vs. And 
whether cuer Guardian was more glorious, I 
cannot ſay;yet fure I am,this Age afvords none 
more worthy and'gracious. For whether wec 
look vp to your moſt ancict Family,or your moſt 
honorable lite, we ſhall find for the firſt, that all 
Hiſtories, all Monuments of Chronicles doe 
record the ſplendour of your moſt glorious 
Houſe; and for the ſecond,the cuer-living God 
hath treaſured vp in you ſo many Vertues, that 
vnleſſe ſo Royall a Stock did claime your birth; 
witch your very Vertucs alone, might you merit 
Scepters and cquall Empires. Courteſie com- 
mands ſome one, but Maieſty and grauity doth 
forſake him : Some one man is gloriousin the 
Gewne of Peace, but doth not fo decently 
weare the Caflocke of Warre. Another extols 
lncegfiry abroad, bur he ftabs itat home in the 
ſhade of pleaſure. Ina word,the World neuer 
yeelded any man, in whoſe manners was not 
imprinted ſome ſtep of ſtaine, ſome blaine and 
blemiſh.Bnt in you,lI ſpeake freely without par- 
tiall affeQion , your veryeft Enemies cannot 


Pick out any thing to pick a quarrell withall. 
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The whole courſe of your life,moſt renowned 
King, is a Mirrour of Innocencic, and I may 
more eaſily expreſſe what all Vertue is, then 
whatyours is. None will detra from you the 
praiſe of Piety, but he that is impiousz which 
Piety alone hath conquered your minde other- 
wiſe vnconquerable, and by the which you are 
ſo conſpicuous aboucall other Princes, as it is 
aboue all other Vertues. The loue of Religion, 
withoutwhich no man cuer grew great,hath bin _ 
paſſed ouer vnto you from your Cnc 

your Inheritance;the Vindication whereof hath 
bin the proper work of your Family,and whoſe 
ſuccour,ſeat, and fortreſſe is your Heidelberge, 
an Vniuerſity moſt famous, aſwell for foſtering 
you, as it. Wha ſhal I ſpeake of your Prudence 
the Empreſſe of humane aQions, in which you 
doe farre ouer-goe the capacity of your yeares? 
Where is he that excels you in the wiſe ordring 


of things preſent,in the prudent prouiding for 


the future, and faithfull remembring of things 
paſt? Who is more wary to auoyd fraudes, and 
perils?who more circumſpeR in his counſels: In 
length of life you doe yet come ſhort of middle 
Age, in depth of iudgement you goe beyond 
the ancient. In age you profit leiſurely as wee 
doc, but you poſt beforevs in Verue. You are 
not yet come to ripenes of age, and yet you are 
full ripe for Empire. The fewnefle of your 
yeares, moſt prudent King, bath hitherto excu- 


ſed the infirmity of your wiſdome : Now be- 
| ſides 
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ſides your diuine towardneſle ( which admits 
no medioctitic of noble diſpoſition)what ſhall 
defend your youth > how harda thing is itin 
your age to keepe within the compaſle of your 
fortunc ? yet haue you kept within urue com- 
paſſe. And hereof haue you lately giuen ſo much 
the more notable proote, by how much it is 
mare magnificent to ſuc to bee caſed of a King- 
dome offcred , then to inuadc it being denyed. 
And now fithence you haue taken it ypon you, 
what 6auſchauec wee to doubt bur that you will 
defend it with the ſame moderation, by the 
which you did refuſe it > So high and generous 
a diſpoſition canuot bee vnlike it felfc. But, O 
good God, how doth your gentleneſſe cuen 
ſhine out of your Eyes? You ate a ſecond Tra- 
zan. None cuer went out of your preſence ſad 
der then he came; none that doth fcele your [u- 
ſtice doth complaine of crueltic or rigour: yea, 
you are another Auguſtus, whom men may per- 
ceiue to endure puniſhment himſelfe, when hee 
doth impoſc it vpon others. Nothing (moſt cle- 
ment Prince ) hath purchaſed greater prayſe to 
your fertune, then that you arc able; nothing 
hath brought more Honor to your nature,then 
that you are willing to ſfaue all you may. Hold 
on, O King, to winne and weare the moſt glo- 
rious Crowne, Ob Cines Seruatos, for fauing 
your Countrey.Go on in Gods Name with this 
your glory,which as it is rarer in a royal Houle; 
ſo will it bce more eminent in yours. I wanta 
new 


new Name,by whichI may expreffe the vnwon- 
red Modeſty of your Maieftie. How cafic is the 
acceſſe of euery one vnto your Maieftie , how 
ioyfull his departure ! They come to a Prines, 
and they find a Father and when they doe with 
ood confidence preſent their Petitions and 
Conplaints before you , they end not their 
ſpeech, out of yout loathing to heare any len- 
ger; but out of their owne baſhfulnefle to ſpeake 
any more. So maruellous is your mildeneſle, ſo 
courteous your diſpoſition, that you bind men 
vnto you againſt their wils. Your very Counte. 
nance ſo cleare with an heroical!l cheerfulnefſe, 
whatextraordinary mildneſſe doth it promiſe ! 
And yet your lenitie doth not leſſen your ay- 
__— your feurrity loſe your leue. There 
is nothing in you proud, there is nothing inſo- 
lene; Allyour flare, gate, motion is amiable;you 
refreſh both the mindes and eyes of the beho]- 
ders. Omodeſt King ! O lowly Prince! Or ra- 
ther high and farre excceding all height of mor- 
falitic ! For never doe yon riſe higher, then 
| when you doe thus deprefle your ſelfe. Whar- 
\ foeuer hath weight in it ſelfe doth ſertle it ſelfe 
below; bur an emprtie minde is puffed vp with 
euery little blaft. And furely all cheſe things are 
eruely great : And yct noleffe are thoſe other 
things by which you haue atrayned vnto theſe :] 
meanc,your admirable honeſt betiauiour of life, 
comempt of pleaftires, and dfnine Temperance 


abouc the diſpoſition of your #ge. Let others 
ſhew 


ſhew theLibertic of their power in their licence 
of ſinning; Let them wallow in adulrerous cm« 
bratings;paſſe over the nights in Laſciuiouſnes, 
and their dayes in Glutrony : You are whol 

Sobriety- and Continence. Needes muſt theſe 
vertues be in the height of excellence, that doe 
iflue from a Fountaine ſo cleere, ſo mudleſle & 
ſo pure. To theſe may bee added your ardent 
louc to Learning and Knowledge; which how 


much you doc eſtceme, ſo many learned men a- 


bout you doc abundaatly teſtific. That I ſay no- 
thing of that SanQuatie of Learning, your Li- 
braric of admired greatneſle, which you are nor 
onely content to maintayne , but docalſoasa 
new Philadelphus daily adde vnto it, and a- 
dorne it. Neither doe I touch your skill in di- 
ucrs Languages, diuers of which you ſpeake 
wichthar facility, that eucry on ſeems to be your 
Natiue Tongue. Herein you ate farre more for- 
tunate then Alexander, who when hee had ſub- 
dued fo many Nations, did ſcarce vnderftand 
the Tongue of any one of them. And let theſe 
ſuffice as a ſmall taſte taken out of the infinite 
ranke of 'your Vertues; wee will leaue the true 
commendation of them to ſuch whoſe abilitic 
and aſluredneſlc in ſpeaking is bounded within 
the ſame limits with your eternall praiſe; which 
praiſe if Marbles and Books were not. too hard, 
your ſelfe haue engrauen with the golden Che- 
fill of Loue, in the moſt inward affeRions of 
your Countrymen. |

Theſe Eies of mine are witneſſes how old and 
young, men aſwell as women, followed you, 
departing from them out of your Pallatinate 
with a ſad gladneſle : In fuch firange manner 
did the publike faferic gnd priuate Orbitie ſet 
ioy and ſorrow to fight together with diuers af- 
ſetions. One would haue thought that euery 
man in the Countrey had beene depriucd of his 
Parent. You were not yet gone away,. moſt de- 
fired Prince, and yet we did deſire your return, 
Neckar the gentleſt of all Riuers ſeemed, as in 

times paſt to the Romans,ſo now to it ſelfe,bar- 
barous. Eucn this Heroick Scate of thine, theſe 
Temples,theſe Towers followed after their Sun 
in a mournfull manner. That I ſpeake not of 
men whoſe infinite multitude powred our ir 
ſelfe in cuery place, where you came,in the very 
vaſt Wilderneſle : and yer euery one thought 
himſelf ro be ſorſaken when you left them:ſlighes 
and teares ſtroue to breake our in abundance. 
And whereas inbodie, not very many of tholc 
multitudes did follow you, yet all with heart 
and prayers (for otherwiſe they might not) did 
attend you,departingfrom them. And did not 
your Wife the Heire of the Name aud Vertues 
of that cuer renowned Lucene greatEl12abab, 
ſeeme now againe to her ſelfe to leaue Brittaine; 
onely glad in this, that it was with you? How 
had Redneſle, the Painter of checkes, dyed her 
face mote then ordinary Miike white ! how had 


a pious ſhower of tearcs violated her cycs,clcc-

rer then the Stars,ſhining without the Moone |. 
ſighes gaue the farewel], becauſe words ſufficed 
not. And for your ſelfe I cannor ſay whether 
greater Piet y perſwaded your tay or your jour- 


ney. You.left your Mother that Princeſſe gf 
higheſt birth, who is yet higher then her birth, 
for that thee hath borne you. You left your chil- 
dren, that is to ſay, a great part of your heart; 
you left your Subiects, cuery of which could 
wiſh to live and die v/ith you. You went from 
peace to Varre, from Acquaintance to Stran- 
gersz from the moſt peaceable Shore of Rheine, 
to Mulda,whoſe fireames were ſwelled with the 
bloud of the Inhabitants; from Vineyards and 
a Garden of admirable beautie, to Fields ſtay- 
ned with the Robberies of ſavage Murtherers, 
and couered with the carkaſtcs of rhe ſlaine ; 
from a moſt pleaſant Caſtle, to a vaſt, yet deſo- 
”ate and deſpoyled Palace. An vnhappy change; 
faue that thereby you bring with you ſplendor 
to the Palace; a perpetuall ſpring to the Fields; 
tranquillitictro Mwlda, a friend to ſtrangers; 
and peace to men in Armes. You come then in- 
ro thisJ cene, into this moſt intricate Tragedie, 
as a very God out ofthe Engine, Pierie hath o- 
wercome this bird tourney; the love of vs hath 
onercome the ſharpe and high Mountaines of 
Bobemia, within which Nature hath entren- 
ched it: Your Clemencie hath ouercome the 
Inclemencic of the place with much better luck 
then Hann:bal;the braueft of Commanders;wbo 
261 er 1n 


1a o'd crime peſſed' his Armie ouer the tops of 
the high Apes, thorough the Cloudes thatſce- 
med to touch Heauen.For at thoſight of him all 
tralie trembled, as at the falling ot a Thunder - 
bolc : Bur by your comming the Tempeſt is ap- 
peaſcd, the winde arc layed , all things are be- 
come calme and cleare. Hee brought witch him 
Troupes of Souldiers, that he might cut vp che 
Romans:but you come attended with Troups for 
our preſervation. He had ſharpned his Sword 
againſt the Cite; but your beck doth blunt the 
Swords of our Enemies. Sauage and ſworne 
hatred opened the way to him ; but incredible 
loue laies it open to yeu-He ſcemed to be borne 
to the murder of men and the waſting of Ci- 
ties ; but you are borne to the infinite, good of 
the Common-wealth. His approch to the gates 
rayſed feate and horrour : You, they would be 
glad to bcare in their very eyes,into the Throne 
of ſo many Emperors and Kings: Him, the feare; 
full Mothers Children, Virgines, women and 
men ranne away from ; You they come our to, 
meet in Triumph. His preſence all did: Ceteft 
with mourning and pitcifull yellings;yours they 
doe celebrate with gladnefle and great reioy- 
cing. They that have ouer-liued their former 
ſorrow, arc nowſcarce able to beare eheir pre- 
ſent ioy. I doealſo verilybelecue thar if there 
be left in dead men any ſence of things onear th, 
that the ghoſts of thoſe men that have facriti- 
ced their heart bloud to a” publique libertie,

are now repleniſhed with vnfpeakable ioy; and: 
doe thinke that they haue ſpent rhbeir: lives :to 
good purpoſts.. | | | 
O braue King , this is not enough, O King, 
worthy of the Empire of the whole World, 
worthy of the fauour; worthy alſo of the admi- 
ration of thy very Enemies ! O thou pious 
Prince,whom not cur felicitie and profperitic, 
but the hardneſlſe of our fortune,& the wounds 
engrauen in our bodies with the Swords of our 
Enemies, hath ſollicited to accept our Diadem! 
O moſ} happy you, not becauſe you haue alrea- 
dy ſubdued rhe whole furie of our Enemiesbut 
becaufe you ſeeme to deſerue happinefle for vs 
all. O happy day that brought you forth into 
the World, and firfi deſigned you vnto this 
Kingdome.

AU 
haile ro you our Sunne and Moone.How fweet a 
ſight is it to our Citizens to:ſce what a Lord, to 
our Souldicrs to ſee what a Leader they haue 
with vniuerſall conſent eleed ,.and with ſuch 
longing deſire expeed>How:pleaſant,O King, 
is it ro vs to heare theſe words out of thy blef- 
ſed mouth? That this Acceptance of the King- 
dome proceeded from the loue of Peace, and 
not 
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notof Empire : that youare drawne into theſe 
_ flirres by our milcrie, and not carryed by your 
owne diſpoſition; that the Modeflic of your 
refuſing was quercome by the obſtinacie of our 
offering. That you haue preferred the publique 
Securitic before your owne priuate eaſe. I hat 
itis but a ſmall matter to deſire a people, but 
not ſocafie to defend them. And that it is al- 
moſtbetter to ket goe an Empire that is in right 
ones owne , then to purchaſe a new one with 
the bloud of the Citizens : But now, fith this 
Scepter can neither be poſſeſtnor forſakenwith- 
out perill, that now oureſtate and condition is 
your ownezand that therefore you will now vſe 
your beſt endeauour that wee ſhould not neede 
to deſire another King while God thall giue you 
life. 

We know, we know very well,moſt gracious 
Prince , that you did vnwillingly enter vpon 
this Kingdome which was vnwillingly left. We 
alſo were compelled ; we came not of our own 
accord to implore your fertitude and defence: 
who-were not ignorant of your Clemencie. We 
call God and men to witneſſe that by compulti- 
on we tooke vp Armes to defend the fſafctic of 
our Countrey, and that Liborty which is al- 
lowed to the baſeſt Nations; and laſtly our Re- 
ligion which is to be preferred before all other 
Cauſes, and whoſe name was in time paſt ſo ſa- 
credamoeng the very Gentiles, thatat the time 

that the French were ſpoyling Rome, Lu, Albu- 


ni one of the common people,putting out of 
his Cart his Wite and Chileren, tooke vp into' 
ir, the Veſftall Virgines which did follow ypon' 
their bare feet the ſacred things which fled from 
the furie of their Enemies. So mnch at that time 
in the mcaneſt men did publique Rel;g;on excell 
prinate affections. | 

To be affailed in body and eſtate is grieuous: 
but in Confcience,is intollerable. 

And ſuch we ſee is the nature of Liberty,that 
no good man will loſe it but with his life. As 
courage and ſtrength vſes to increaſe to wilde 
beaſts broke out of their Dennes, and doth be- 
come in a maner double : So is it with our Na- 
tion; itcould no longer difſemble their manly 
courage, the due prayſe of which none could 
cuer depriue vs of, when beſides the iuſt hatred 
it bore to cruell counſels and practiſes againſt 
vs, it burnt in deſire of regaining the Libertic 
of the Countrey deſperately loſt and oppreſſed. 
Which it is alwayes lawfull for them to repur- 
chaſe who by nature were borne toliue free,and 
 hadalfo their Libertic cſtablithed vnto them by 
the fundamentall Lawes and Priuiledges of the 
Kingdome, confirmed vnto them with the fa- 
cred Bond of Othes, and ratified by the Char- 
ters and great Scales of Kings and Emperours. 
Wee doe very well know that the prayſe of o- 
bedience is enough in SubicAs;thar good Prin» 
eesare to bewithed for; that cuill, (if they fall ro 
their lot) are to bee endured. Bur theſe things. 


doe 


doe in no fort cencerne vs,this is not our Caſe. 
We, wee haue taken vp Armes after incredible 
Patience; not with any mind of rebelling,but at 
the Exigence of extreme Neceſfitie : Not in a- 
ny priuate Conſpiracic of ſome few, bur with 
the vniucrſall and ioynt conſent of the whole 
State; not in any contempt of Magiſtracie, but 
in defiance of moſt damnable praQtize againſt 
our Lives, Libertic and Religion : Neither did 
we doethis againſt a lawfull King,but ro eſcape 
the deuilliſh deceirs of bloudic Murtherers,who 
doc openly profeſle that no Faith is to be kept, 
whereby we haue receiued vnvaluable damage : 
who gaine time,and coozen well-meaning peo- 
ple by Pcriurie, as Cheaters doe Children with 
falſe Dice and Cards : We haue now art length 
learned to diſtruſt, being taught by too many 
wofull Examples. Wee know very well what 
 horribleThunderbolts are darted from the T ar- 
peran Rock at Rome. And that Romes Jupiter can 
by the way transferre Principalities and King- 
domes from whom and to whom he pleaſe, like 
the Deuill his Maſter : A{{ this will I grae thee if 
thou wilt fall downe and worſhip me. And that he 
doth damme foules to Hell for his Recreation, 
and to make his Holineſſe ſport. Who knowes 
not how ſmall proteRion Hus a Citizen of this 
K ingdome found in the ſafe conduRt of Ceſar ? 
No lefſe Tempeſt had ouer-taken Luther at 
Wormes, had not the brauc Emperour put on a 
reſolution neuer to ſtampe ſuch a ſtaine vpon 


his 


bis honourable Name: Had not Lewis alfo, the 
moſt clement Prince of your Progenitors, with- 
ood the Romuſb diſhonourable determination 
to breake faith. | 
By the very like Game and foule Play ſhould 
we haue bin coozened, and in the like Trap did 
theſe men endeuour to haue caught vs,who doc 
viſually inuade Lords of Nations with Ponjards 
and Parricidiall Arts z which grow remarkable 
in the Vorld and glorious Martyrs at Rome by 
the bloud and murther of Kings; who by ſuper- 
lative borrible wickedneſle did deſtroy great 
Henry of France, that Thunderbolt of Warre; 
ſubieting him (whom the huge weight of his 
whole Countrey, when be ſtood vnder it,could 
not moue, ) 20 the. butcheric of one deſperate 
Vallaine : who did their beſt to haue daſht to 
the wals of his Kingdome with fire and Gun- 
powder,. your Father-in-Law, the matchleſſe 
Manarcb of great Britaine : who haue perſwa- 
ded themſclucs and others, that Saluation of 
Soules.conſifts in Murders of Kings and waſting 
of Kingdomes ; who make it but ſport and play 
to murther the poore, to condemne the inno- 
cent,.to take away mens liues, with Rack, Fire, 
and Sword, and(becauſc they will ſpare to ſpill 
mens bloud) to bury nienaliue ; and to iumble 
all Diuine and Humane things together. Theſe 
men firſt crept into the Courts ,-after- into-the 
Conſciences of our Gouernours : Theſc were 


the DireRors and Preſidents of all rhe Coun- 
F / | C ſels : 


leſuites, 


ſels iTheſe mingled with them fraudes,diffimy- 
lations, perfidy, withour which they teach that 
nonecan rule well. Theſe thecuiſh Mates and 
masked Murtherers were of late contineally 

whiſpering into the eares of our Magiſtrates a- 

gainſt vs that common Sentence of their SeR, 

Vre, Seca, Burne, Cut off. With the Lyesand 

craftie Conueyances of theſe fellowes , as with 

excellent Arrs, were wee gouerned. Ynto thefe 
alſo were adioyned ſome Sezans,cuill and pefſti- 
leat Counſellors, who itching with Ambition 

and Luſt of Eminence, thought no kind of per. 

fidic againſt vs too much. And hence was it that 
our Churches were abuſed and ſhut vp; Our 
Priuiledges violated ; the innocent claptvp in 

Priſon and many wayes fined and puniſhed: All 
acceſle to our Princes ſhut vp againſt vs,the De- 
crees of Rodulph the Emperour eluded, and 
ſhifted off. Of men,that were contrary minded 
to them, ſome were aflailed by threatnings ; 
ſome corrupted with Digniries and Rewards : 
All right of Nations vvas broken ; the Comon- 
wealth was ouer-flowne with an inundation of 
wickedneſle , and Religion was diſturbed with 
maruatlous Treacheries. We intreated, we be- 
ſought, wewept,we were inſtant in petitioning 
without any licence to depart, and vpheld our 
labour without hope of caſe and redrefſe. Bur 
all in vaine {wee were any where ſafer then at 
home; and we got nothing, by our vaine pray- 
ers, but onely tyring of our felnes with increa- 
ting,and of them with hearing. When 


When then wee preuailed-nothing by this 
milde courſe,but ſaw that heauier burdens were 
daily impoſed vpon vs, 4s en ſuch who by cu- 
ſome of bearing were growne to beare them 
with more caſc; all the matter and fucll of our 
Patience being ſpent, wedid perfunQorily re- 

rehend ſome of them. Hence came the kind- 
ling of thoſe Firebrands of Warre which the 
diſturbers of Peace had ſo long deſired and 
ſought : Hence were [anus his gates of Warre 
opencd : Hence waz itthatall things were defi- 
Icd with burning , with Carcaſſes of the ſlaine, 
with horrour and bloud : or, as they pleaſe to 
rerme it, corrected, I wys, and amended. I tre- 
ble to relate the ſauage immanity committed by 
the,ſuch as Barbariſme ncyer hard of , & which 
perhaps ſhall not find credit hereafter with Po- 
ſterity. Neither could the crying of Infants,the 
ſobbing of Children, the teares of Matrones,or 
the gray naires of the 01d men, any whic moouc 
theſc out-ragious and fauage beaſts, Virgins 
were abuſcd in common, ſtrong and weake were 
killed together; the Fields were waſted ; the 
Wealth and Strength of the Kingdome was 
worne out; and whatthe Sword had left, was 
conſumed with fire. Hitherto haue wee recko- 
ned vp things to be bewayled with ſorrow;znow 
I muſt come to iclatc things, that are to be blu- 
ſhed at for ſhame : How a Mother harles her 
Children into the Riuer and drownes them, be- 


cauſc they thall not bee hewed in picces before 
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her face with the Swords of the Murtherers.

The bodies of the dead are pulled our of their 
Graues in the middeſt of the Church: The dead 
bodics of Women lately buried (let Chriſtians 
ſhake for horror) vvere layd naked vpon the Al- 
tars, tyed by the hands and fect, and ſet vpright 
vvith proppes to ſtay them at the doores of the 
Churches. And many ether things, vvith as 
much abominablc out-rage, were perpetrated. 
O Age more ingenious then Mezentize his, Ti- 
bers his, Neroes, Domitians , and other Mon- 
ſters of Men to deviſe Crueltic-! Our line men 
ſuffice not to theſe ſhames of Mankinde to aR 
their abominable barbaroutſneſle vpon; the dead 
muſt be pulled out of their Graues to endure 
their villanie, We thus prouoked with the'r vn- 
ſpcakable villanies doe then firſt flye to Warre; 
and then doe vvee let them know that vvee can 
fight for our Countrey,; and that vvee that had 
ccaſcd to feare them, did beginne to hate them. 
That theſe things freed vs from our Oath to the 
King none vvill deny, but ſuch as are alrogether 
ignorant of the Rights and Priuiledges of this 
Kingdome. Men vvill rather laugh ar our Leni- 
tic; and all men fret atour folly , vvho haue ſo 
long digeſted ſuch intollerable our-rage. 

Novv doe we, not vvithourt heauenly inſtin& 
and inſpiration, retyre our ſelues into the bo- 
ſome of thy Clemencie, vvhoſe very * Name 
doth novy promiſe Peace vato vs. God be mer- 
cifull vato thee , moſt louing Prince, and re- 
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ward this thine extraordinarie gentlenes vnto 
v3s:We will ſhew our thankfulneſſe vnto thee in 
Seruice and Obſeruance, if we can do no more. 
He that hereafter cals vs Bobemians, Moraurangs, 
Silefians, Luſatians,ſhall ſay much; burmore if 
he call vs thine, we are thine while we are. And 
to goe away and dye for thee whenſocuer God 
pleaſe,we wlll eſtceme it a happy ſigne. They fay 
that the Sard: by taking the iuyce of a certaine 
Herbe doe Javgh at their paſſage out of life. For 
ou, deare Prince, we will willingly and chear- 
fully goe out to meete Dearth it ſelte if need re- 
quire. We long to fight for you; We ſhall want 
no courage that fight vnder fo valiant a Prince, 
no will vnder ſo vndaunted a Captain,no good 
ſucceſſe vnder ſo iuſt a King : We ſhall have the 
better in Armes that haue the better Cauſe, Ir 
ſhal not be our wearines but the death of our e- 
nemies,that ſhal put an cad to our purſuit. And 
our Armes, that we tooke vp ſo flowly, wee will 
lay downe as leiſurely. If our number bee leſle, 
our courage ſhall bee greater : They are neuer 
many which be ſlaine with the Sword: | 
In the meane time, wee haue a Suite to thee, 
O Prage, which art the Nurſe and Hoſteſſe of 
ſo many Emperours and Kings, that thou vvilt 
no longer decaine this beſt Prince from our S1- 
[cjia, vwwhich without queſtion doth euen now 
earneſtly expe, and- ardently defire to ſee his 
face. Enter into our Countrey O Kang , enter; 


'Thou ſhalt come moſt welcome vnto all , who 
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commeſt for the good of all. Enter enuironed 
with Guardsand Armies; vvce vvill neuer be a- 
fraid of thein , vvho haue learned to line ynder 
ſo modeſt and iuſt a King. Enter vvithourthem, 
if youpleaſc : heere ſhall you finde your owne 
pcople your owne Seruants. Surely, me thinks, 
L ſee that moſt pleaſant Countrey vvholy rifing 
vp and comming to meet thee. Me thinkes I be- 
hold the great affeRion, of the Princes , the c- 
mulation of the Nobles, the Afﬀemblies of Se- 
ndtours , and thoſe innumerable multitudes of 
people powred out to behold you; ſome going 
before, ſome going by, ſome following after, all 
eagerly preſſing to cnivy your preſence; and the 
vals of the faireſt Citic Vratiſlams, receiving 
with long-vviſhed embracings their ſo much 
deſired Prince, and the tops of the higheſt Tur- 
\ xrets, as it were, bending dovvne themſclues to 
do you Honourzand the Citic nota little proud 
that it hath the Honour 10 entertayne thy Ma- 
zeſty. Bur all theſe things I leaue to the Leatned, 
vvhereof vve have very great plentie: And vvell 
knovving and vveighing both yourgreatneſſe, 
moſt mightic Kung, and the vycaknefle of mine 
ovvne vvit, I vill reverence thy heauenly Ver- 

tues vvith admiration onely and filence. 
Nowvletyvs all vvith publike voyce humbly 
beſcech the Lord of all, vvhich alters the times 
and courſes of times, which puls dovne and 
ſees vp Kings, *hat Hoe would keepe, preſerue 
and proteQthy Maicſtic, & goucrne thy Coun- 
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ſels and. Cogitations. Long and much may Re- 
[igion flourith vnder thee, and ler it receiuc in- 
creaſe and credit from thy Pietie. Let bee roo- 
ted yp all ſtemmes of Supecrftition and doting 
toyes of traditions , abominations before rhe 
cyes of God.Let thine Enemies be confounded, 
and come following thoſe Banners that they 
came out to meet in the Field : Bee more viQo- 
rious in Battell then that braue Z1/ca,that rock 
and terrour of euill men. And excell your ſelfe 
in Peace, and increaſc that Kingdome gowned, 
which you haue ſer at Libertie armed. Bur if 
thou O God doſt prepare ſome heauier croſle 
for vs, and wilt not yer, by reaſon of our ſinnes, 

utan end to our labours, yet gtant that for the 
defence of thy Name, for our Prince, for our 
Libertie, for our Countrey,we may either ouer- 
comevaliantly,or dye blefſedly,or both. Defend 
his Gouernment that defends thy Glorie, and 
after Hee hath happily paſſed througha long 
Race in this mortall life, and ſhall have layed a- 
ſide this moſt happie burthen'of the Common- 
wealth, tranſlate him from this morteall Scepter 


toa Crowne of life which ſhall not bee taken 


from him for cuermore. 


And let all that lowe Chrifts Truth, ſay 
AMEN.
